Japanese Public Is Warlike. 


Advices .received by, the Japanese 


•mission from home say that Japanese 
public opinion is not only bitterly-op- 
posed to further concessions, but fa- 
vor even harsher terms than those orig- 
inally presented. 
The Japanese peo- 


ple feel,,ar.d their feelings, it is said, 
will be respected by the government, 
that to weaken now would mean that 
Japan must reopen the war in a dec- 
ade. 
"Better fight it /now, while we 


haye an army in the field," they say, 
"than make a cruce for ten years or 
more and then reopen hostilities." 


There is no doubt <That President 


Roosevelt, in his earnest endeavor to 
bring about peace, has suggested va- 
rious ways .out. or the 'dilemma.. -Tt'is" 
known that in his interchanges with 
Mr. Pierce he has gone so far as to 
point out one or two alternatives that 
Russia might adopt and "save her 
face." inasmuch- as the question ot 
national honor seems to be uppermost 
In the minds of the envoys. 


It was the president's Idea that if 


Japan would make it easy for Russia 
to pay an indemnity by ceding back 
part of Sakhalin island, or in some 
other way disguise the payment of an 
Indemnity, Russia would seize the op- 
portunity. 


All this has been upset by the posi- 


tion. taken by Count. Lamsdorff and 
by 'the expressed 
determination of 


M. Wltte never to pay an indemnity, 
no matter how disguised.

Opens Way for Peace. 


If Russia is.in earnest and desires 


peace Japan has opened the way. So 
far as can be learned here there is 
no intention on the part of Russia to 
pay an indemnity, no mailer how that 
sum 'of money may be disguised. 


The whole question of peace and 


war hinges on i.his >one point. Japan 
is willing and anxious to get peace. 
So is Russia. 
The questions of in- 


terned .ships and of the limitation of 
Rusin's nav;il power in the far East 
are 
inconsequential. 
Japan 
wants 


money. Russia will not pay. And on 
this one rock the peace conference. 
will split. 


It is possible that both Japan and 


Russia are bluffing. Tt is possible that 
when the envoys' get together again 
on Saturday on the question of dol- 
lars and cents one or the other will 
recede.

Japan lias -no intention of making a 
treaty of -peace in which • there shall 
be conditions that will not at least 
partially reimburse her for the ex- 
pense o£ the war.

it undeniably con- 


tains 
a threat to 
South America. 


President Roosevelt, only stated .that 
the United States would not tolerate 
European territorial .conquests, while 
Mr. Roosevelt

LORD CURZON'S RESIGNATION. 
Lord Curzon'S resignation of what 


is commonly 
regarded as the most 


splendid place that can be held by a 
British subject is not unexpected, nor 
without 'due cause. It has, 
indeed, 


several causes o£ which one might 
have been sufficient, and 
of • which 


the cumulative effect has proved ir- 
resistible. 
Many 
weeks 
ago there 


arose an acute 
phase o£ the 
long 


chronic controversy between civil and 
military authority in Inda.., Lord Cur- 
zon held that the military power, in- 
cluding the commander in chief for 
India, should be entirely subject to 
the 
Viceroy. 
The 
commander 
in 


chief, Lord Kitchener, took the oppo- 
site view. The Secretary of State 
for India, Mr. Broddck, 
aimed to 


compromise the matter, but, as is of- 
ten the result o£ compromises, .suc- 
ceeded in pleasing only one side, to 
wit, Lord Kitchener. 
Thereupon the 


Viceroy would have retired, but was 
prevailed upon to retain office on .the 
ground that so long as he did so the 
change in system would be more nom- 
inal than real. A fortnight ago, how- 
ever, more trouble arose. Lord Cur- 
zon announced that the vast and cum- 
brous Presidency of Bengal, contain- 
ing more' than eighty million inhabi- 
tants, was to be 
divided into two. 


There .was no doubt in the minds of 
practical administrators that this was 
desirable. Mr. Brodrick and the whole 


• home government cordially supported 
'.it. But on, grounds of sentiment there 
•was a tremendous uprising against it 
"at Calcutta and throughout a large 
"part of Bengal, and it became evident 
that the Viceroy would have many of 
the most influential 
native princes 


'-and 'a large part of the 
populace in 


' active opposition to him. 
When we 


add .to tliese things 'the fact that his 
liealth has for some weeks been in 
an -unsatisfactory state, and has been 
most gravely imperilled by the vexa- 
tious- matters we have described, the 
•adequacy of, his reasons for resign- 
in?:- is apparent. His departure from 
office will be regarded 
with regret, 


as depriving the British Crown 
of 


•services of 
peculiar 
value, though 


there will be widespread satisfaction 
at the government's ability to fill the 
place with so able and distinguished 
an administrator as Lord Minto, fresh 
from his successful career as Gov- 
ernor General of the 
Dominion of 


Canada. 


Apart from personalities, the change 


in India probably means the establish- 
ment of the new 
system in pretty 


complete- 
measure.

Minto's. 


views on the subject are not record- 
ed, but he is presumably 
in accord 


•with Mr. Brodrick's—and Lord Kitch- 
ener's—policy. He is a man of too 
great force of .charatcer to permit the 
civil administration to be eclipsed bj 
the military; if, indeed, such a thing 
were contemplated, which it is not

schools. Perhaps the professors— those 
of them who are married men may be 
able to impart to the students the se- 
cret of the value of money, even if they 
have not been able 
properly to con- 


vince their wives that they (the pro- 
fessors) know all that is to be learned 
on the subject. It may be that girls in 
large numbers will flock to this school- 
(or.the purpose of finding how to make 
a little money go a long way, but there 
is. reason to suspect that this will not 
be the case, but that the majority will 
continue to follow 
the .'time-honored' 


method of learning how to economize- 
namely, by marrying men of small in- 
comes'.
